An 
oliicial commission of investigation has 
been sent from Padgrado to Pirot.

DuBLi.N, Oct, 6.— Will, O'Brien, pditor 
of United Ireland, wd' !I^'mpt%_^Bi'Sldli-- 
van, lord mayor of Dublin" 'imd pptiprietor 

of tho Nation, who were summoned on 
Sopteiiiher .'30tli to apjiear at tho police 
court to-day tu answer to the charge of 
publishing tho reports of doings of tho 
sujipressed brunches of the national league 
prucoedod in state this morning to court. 
Lord Mayor Sullivan rode' in' the '.mayor's 
carriage with E. Dwyer 'Gfiaj^' John Dilr 
Ion and P. McDonald, members of parliftr 
luent, ex-Lord Mayor Dawson and other 
prominent citizens and ofHcials following 
in private carriages. Tho city marshal, 
with cocked hat and iliawii sword, led the 
column of civic digiiatariea, all of whom 
were in full oliicial costume. There w;ia a 
largo crowd gathered along tho line of 
march and ringing cheers from all sides 
greeted the patriots- 'as '-they ' piassod by. 
Tho police were out in large numbers, 
many in citizens clothes, taking observa- 
tions of ovcrj'thiiig tlinl transpired. 
O'Brien joinotl tho piocessioii when about 
midway to court. A cordon of jiolioo early 
this morning took jjossessiun of idl the 
approaches to the court and prevented a 
crowd getting within . the court. . Fif ty 
municipal officers entered ' the court, but 
tho police pi'ovohted them from placing 
the oliicial BWord and niaco on tho tabic 
beside tho seat whore tho lord mayor ,sat, 
Mr. Sexton, M. P., and others soi/.ed the 
sword and tried to place il on the table, 
whereupon the crowd cheerod and exhort 
ed Sexton to hold on to the sword. A 
struggle between the police and menibors 
of tho municiiiality, lasting several niin- 
utos, then took |ilace for its ' posaeuion. 
The magistrate, after considerable difti- 
culty, succeeded in being hoard, and a 
parley eiisiod, which resulted in a 
compromise being oliected and the sword 
was placed on tho magistrate's bench. 
After the row in court the corporation 
ofhcers retired and took seats in a gallery 
which had been reserved for them. 
O'Brien did not resiiond to his summons, 
and tho case against .Sullivan was pro- 
ceeded with, ftlr. Carson appearing as 
counsel for the crown and Mr. Healy for 
the defence. The court di.siiiiased the 
ease against Sullivan on the ground that 
the crown had not proved tho meeting 
which the Naiimi reported was of a 
suppressed branch of the National Loague. 
Outside tho court tho crowds wore wildly 
enthusiastic over the decision and tlie 
Lord Mayor's roturii to the city chambers 
was marked hy a noisy but evidently pop- 
ular doiuonstration. O'Brien's case will 
come up to-morrow. 

Tlir Luril .Mayor of Dublln' Aci|UMI<;<l. 

The scene in the streets pn the dismissal 
of the case of the Lord Mayor was one of 
wild enthusiasm. The crowds were so 
groat that the civic procession was with 
tho utmost diiliculty enahled to iirocced, 
and the cheers as the procession passed 
were almost deafening. As the crowd 
passed tho oliicos of Tory newspapers a 
storm of hisses and groans arose, but there 
was not the slightest atte)npt at violence. 
WHien the Lord Mayor arrived at tho 
Mansion House ho tuldrcs.sed tho multi- 
tude. Ho was frciinoiitly interrupted liy 
cheers, but otherwise complete order pre- 
vtiilod. Sullivan said the national pres.s 
had been victorious in its tussel with the 
coercion govermneiit. The news of the 
victory,'lie saidi'wouldgladdoii tho hearts 
of Oladstono and ParneTl. Tho only way 
to defeat an infamous law was to defy it. 
'i'lie plank upon which ho would sleeii in 
g.aol had 11. )t yet boon sawn. After the 
discharge of .Sullivan tho crown counsel 
gave notice to the court that tho govern- 
ment would appeal from itis decision.

THE WATER QUESTION. 

The general public nvo greatly i)leaF.od 
at the wise action of the Council in re- 
questing Thos. E. Keefor, 0. M. Cr., to 
report upon the modt advantngoous 
scheme for increasing Victoria's water 
supply. It is understood that his duties 
will be to examine into the several schonies 
already suggested and if none in hia opin- 
ion will meet the case, thou to submit one 
that will. Mr. Koofer is ono of tho tirst 
authorities on hydrostatics in America, 
and the plan laid down by him should he 
adopted by tho Ccniacil, no n)atter whose 
pet theory it may overthrow. We feel 
confident that tho rate-payora will will- 
ingly abide by his decision and will cheer- 
fully vote any increased sum necessary to 
curry out his proposition. It is true, eon- 
sideridjlo money has been o.xpended on 
Mr. Hendry's G;-homo, but if the latter is 
faulty, it is to the city's advaiit.ago that it 
should hu dro))ped and one that will an- 
swer substituted. Perlmps tho wordy 
war tliat bus characterized tliu council de- 
bates may have some good result — that of 
preventing tho unprolitablo expenditure 
of tho [leoiile's money. 

FRANCE'S RAPID RECOVERY. 

The rapidity with which countries re- 
cover from,thB ravagosjpf war hasattract- 
od the attention of moat'-politioal econom- 
ists. The phehbineiion' was fii»t explained 
by Dr. Clialmors; and since his tiihe, ex- 
planations more or less similar to that 
given by him have found their way into 
most of the current economiciil text- 
books. A point, however, closely con- 
nected witli Ibis, ,uid which has rei;inved 
les-s eonsideration than it deserves, is the 
great faculty with which a van(juislied 
nation has sometimos been able to pay un 
apparently ruinous fine which a victorious 
enemy has imposed upon it. By far the 
most striking example on record is the 
ease of Friuiee, after tho wtir of 1870-71. 
'I'hc ( iermaiis, not satislicd with the an- 
nexation of Alsace and hiu-raine, insisted 
tli,-it France sliould pay the cost of the 
eampaigii, as a losing litigunt [lays the 
cost of a lawsuit; .-ind a tine amounting' to 
tho enormous sum of 5,01)0,000,000 of 
francs, or £200,000,000, was exacted, the 
Germnn troops roniainiug in occupation of 
a part of tho French territory until the 
last farthing of it wus paid. One would 
natundly have supposed that, to a coun- 
try already crushed and prostrate, this 
wimld have been u blow from which it 
Would liiive tiiken generations to recover, 
and that the payment of such an indem- 
nity would have t;ixe(i to die utmost the 
tiiuincial resources even of so rich a nation 
.■IS l''raiice. The astoiiishiuent of Ivnopc 
was therefore great when it was seen that 
not only wus tho indemnity e.isily ;ind 
quickly [laid but that the financial condi- 
tion of France was ivt tho end ot a few 
years more prosperous than that of lioi' 
rival. So evident indeed was this even to 
the Germans themselves that it wus hum- 
oursly projiosed by a writer ill a Cernian 
periodical that when (lerniaiiy next beat 
France the French should bo compelled 
to receive liisceatt- or^paylng a" nno 'ot 

i:20t),ooo,ooo.

HARBOB«IMPEOViBMENTS(?) 

To 'rin; EoiTOii: — IMueh indignation was 
lu'inifest in this city at tho action of tho 
last Doiaiuiou imi-liament in not making 
an appropriation for the improvement of 
Victoria harbor. When we look at the 
manner in which money designed for that 
purjioso has been expended and tho tools 
cmployud for that work, T do not wonder 
at the action of the government in not 
throwing away any more money. 1 refer

TKANS-PACIPIC TRADE. 

The consul at Hiogo, .rapan, in his re- 
port on the trade of that place foi'tiie last 
year, notices the important part which 
the Canadian Pacific railway is likely to 
play in Japanese trade. In the tea sea- 
son of 1880 (before the regular steaniei's 
from Vanc(juver to Yokcdiania begtm to 
run) tea was shipjied in sailing vessels 
t.. Pott Mo(Hly f(,r tr,iiisp(U t thence to the 
eastern cities of (,'anada and the I'nited 
.States by the (.'.m.-id iaii I'aeilic railway. 
In all .seven vessels to(jk tea from liioL;o 
for Pott M,.ody, and the (|ii,iiitity t.-iken 
ffolii this i,ne pl.'iei^ aiiioiliiteil t(j nwv 
three and a i|Uartcr million pounds. Jlr. 
Hall, the consul at Yokohama, refers to 
the same subject. He points out tliat a 
considerable fraction of tiie trade of Japan 
with America is done by the hmg, circui- 
tous voyage across the Atlantic and Indian 
oceans, instead of across tlie Pacilic 
Nearly a third of the tea ex))orted from 
.Jap.in to .America in l,SSil w.is i-.-irricil in 
steamers rin the Suez canal to New \'i)i k, 
while most of the kero.seiie h 
in sailing sliips clearing fioio 
or I'liiladelphia, ,'iiid i;oMiiii 
Cape of (ioud Hope. But 
three-fourths of the tmdeuf Ameiica with 
Japan and hidf of the silk exported to 
Europe were sent across tlie Pacific to 
Sun Francisco. Tlie tnuis-Pucific trade 
is divided between Britisli and Anmriuan 
shipping in ubimt equal shares. It can, 
.Mr, Hall thinks, hardly admit of doubt 
that the .St eujieis of tile Canadian Pucifie 
line lakiii'4 <'ar;,'o ,incl p;isseiiL,'ers from the 
ports of (.'hina and .lapaii to \',iiii'oin rr, 
(leuined ii.it only for C.uiada I. ill ,il,,n lor 
the rmliil Si.ile,, ,uid f;uio|,r, ihi! 
Caiiailian I'aeilic railwjiy ami othi-r con 
nesting linos and steamers, will bidore 
long attract not only the bulk of the te,i 
that has hitherto been taken by the Suez 
canal, but also a fair share of tho goiior/d 
export tmdo hitherto passing through Hun 
Fiimcisco.

Prof, Tannrr'g Now Pamphlet vii British Col 
umbla-UiirlvalcdCUiimte anil Uu- 
llinlt*!(l Resources. 

Tiio ayi'icultunil departuvont Imvo iiitoly 
received from the publishers the emigra- 
tion pamphlet on British Columbia, writ- 
ten and complied by Prof. Homy Tanner 
The writer gives first an aduiiriiblo sketcli 
of liistri)) through C'aiiiida over tlie C. P, 
R. Taking up oiicli section of the province 
Prof. Tanner gives a concise outline of its 
history and natural features, and describ- 
ing more fully the resources and caiiabili 
ties of tliu whole country from an agricul 
tuntl and commercial atundpoiut. Ho pro- 
nounces the province best suited for fruit 
culture, daily products and raising 'Oattl 
and horses, the capacity and conditions 
for tlio latter being uusurpiussod in Amer 
ica. Tlie fisheries and mineral resources 
are described as among the finest in the 
World. "British Giilumbia witli its oppor 
tuuilics, unrivalled climate, regular suc- 
cession of seasons and unlimited resources, 
is a paradise for the poor man." The 
pamphlet contains much valuable infor 
nmtlon as to the laws and regulations, 
both Dominion and provincial, which 
control the settlement of the public lands. 
Altogether it is a work rather above the 
average emigration lirerature. 



new; FAST BOATS. 

What has been Accomplished of Late In Nau- 
tical Speed. 

The New York is tlio name of a now 
and splendid pa.ssciigor boat designed for 
service on the Hudson fiiver. She is 311 
foot long; depth moUh'd, 12 feet I! inches; 
liuU of iron; tonnage, 1502; feathering 
paddle-wheels, 30 feet in diameter; three 
boilers each 33 feet long, 9^ feet diam- 
eter, working pressure 50 pounds, furnisli 
3,850 hoise-|)i)wer. Her average speed is 
expected to 1)1! 2.'! uiiles [)or hour. On a 
trial trip, on tlie i;ith of .luly, she is re- 
ported to have exceeded this rate. 

Tiie Now Then is a new steam vacht 
l)uilt by llerreslioli'A Co., for Mr. 'Nor- 
man L Munro of Now Y(jrk. Tiiis boat 
Is 85 feet long, 10 feet l)caiu, draught ,'! 
foet 3 inches. On the 12 of .luly she ran 
from Newport to New Y(pi k, 170 miles, 
in 7 hours and 4 minutes, being an aver- 
age of 24 miles an lioiu-. 'I'his is claimed 
aa the fastest time for a steaui vessel, for 
any considerable distance, on this side of 
t lie Atlantic. The parties interested m ike 
considerable brag over her perfonuaiicos. 

The speeds of both the above vessels 
■are excellent, but tliey fall considerably 
short of the latest engineering realized in 
England. For exaini)le, the new passen- 
ger steamer (,)iiceii Victoria of the Manx 
lino, plying between Liverpool and the 
Isle of Man, is 340 foet long, 30 feet 
beam, 24 feet depth, gross tonnage 1,500 
tons, engines 6,000 horse-power — believ- 
ed .to be the. fastest merchant steamer 
afloat. She lately steamed from Greeiiock 
to Liverpool, about 240 miles, in 9 hours 
211 iiliiuites, her average speed being 25.62 
miles per hour. 

The Prince of Wales, another boat of 
.same build and dimensions, is expected to 
have the same speed. The Cunard steam 
er, Ktruria, i)lyiiig between New York 
and Liverpool, sometimes steams 557 
miles in twenty-four hours, being an aver- 
age of over twenty-three miles jier hour. 
.L & G. Thomson of Clydebank are now 
building two new steamers which are to 
8ur])ass the litniria in speed. 

The Italian ironclad Uugali 207 feet in 
length, 37 beam, mean draught 14 feet (! 
inches, has a speed of 23 miles an hour. 

The new Gorman war steamer Grief can 
'inake miles per hour. The Thoniy- 
croft torpedo-boat, lately built at Chis- 
wick for the Spanish ( ioveriimeiit, is 147 
feet inches long, 14 feet (i inches Ijcam 
a'nd diuws 4 feet 8 inches water. ( )ii a trial 
trip, tide in her favor, she attained a 
speed of SSh miles an hour with the tide 
and a moan B^eed of ."SO miles per hour 
with and against tide. 

A torpedo-boat lately built l)y Yarrow 
&Co. , for the Uhineso I loveriiment, is 
128 feet long, mean speed 28A miles per 
hour. The .same l)iiililers have delivered 
to the British. (!overiimciit boats of the 
Falke type that average 2GA miles per 
hour, 136 feet long, 14 feet beam, boilers 
1,660 horse-power. 

Torpedo-boat number 79, same builders, 
reach a mean speed of 26^ miles per hour; 
125 feet long, 13 foet beam. Engines 1000 
liorse-power. 

The twin screw tori)edo-boat recently 
built by Yarrow & Co., for tlie Italian 
(iovernment, attained .i uic.'iii speed load- 
ed of 23 miles per hour. Length 140 feet, 
lieam 14 feet, draught 5 feet 4 inches, dia- 
placenient 100 tons. Engines 1400 indicat- 
ed horse-power. 

It is doubtful if there are any corres- 
jioiidini.' vesselK in our waters that can 
eiiiial the foregoing point in .^[luetl, nor is 
there any present (evidence of our ability 
to construct them. We are ljuilding now 
warships, but before they are finished 
they will bo out of date ill respect to 
speed. No one of the new vessels is ex- 
I)ectod to run as fust as the boats above 
mentioned. 

Whether f<jr use in war or peace, the 
first recpiisite, ii; tlu-sc active (lays, is 
high speed. 

In the fortlicoiiiiijg international yacht 
race, in whicli sailing vessels only will 
cempete, it is to be hoped our transatlan- 
tic rivals will, as before, suffer defeat; but 
if the nice were Id lie with steam vi!ssels 
it is certain we should be left in the lurch. 

Is there no one in this great country 
possessod of means and brains enough to 
produce a steam vessel that shall beat the 
world ? 

THE BEHRING SEA QUESTION. 

We extract from the Toronto Mail of 
recent date, tho follownig intoreating ar- 
ticle on the I'elu'ing .sea ililliciily: 

The deiiiurrer lilcd at Silka by .Mr. 
Drake, Q. (J., who i.s acting luuler the iii- 
iitructions of the Doiiiiiiiou ( li ivei iiiiieiit 
im behalf of the iiiasturs and owners of 
the sealers soi^sod this season in tho liehr- 
iiig Sea, contains two jir^positions, liame- 
ly, (1) That tho Court h.-is no jurisdiction 
o\er the defendants, the allegiid oU'ence 
li.-iving been coiiiiiiitti;d beyond the limit 
of a marine league from the shores of .\1- 
aska tcrrildiy; (2) tliat the .\Lt, iiiiilcr 
which the defendants wore aircsteil is nil- 
constitutional, in so far as it restricts free 
navigation of tho Bohring Soa for fishing 
and seiding purposes. Issue is thus taken 
upon the claim of the I'niteil States that 
the lieiiriiig Sea i.s land-locked, and that 
that i)ortion of it east of the houiidary es- 
tablished by the treaty of 18(17 with Rus- 
sia is, therefore, iiiulcr their oxclusivo 
jurisdiction ami dniiiiiiinn. 

Wo need not ag.-iin go over the groiiiid 
roooutly coveieil hy arlich's in tlie.ic col- 
umns and by the letters to this |)aper of 
Mr. Henry W. Elliott, of the .Smithsonian 
Institntion, further than to say, that the 
lattcr's answer to the argumcMl that the 
I'niteil Stales at one time prolcslcd 
against, the a.ssiiiiiption liy Russia of sim- 
ilar jiiris(licti(jn is that that i/rotesta])plicd 
only (o the North Pacilic Ocean, which, 
Air. Elliott and tho authoritios at Wasli- 
iiigtun hold, does nob include the Behring 
Soa. Tho main point now to bo dicided is 
whether this latter assertion is corne t. Is 
the lielii ing Sea suoh a aoa as can be pro- 
perly consiilered land-lockod, wholly dis- 
tinct from tlie North Pacific Oeean, and 
included, therebne, in tlio territorial 
waters of tho United States on the one 
hand and Bussia on the other 7 Several 
facts have an important bearing on this 
(piestion. In tho first place, the Aleutian 
Islands, whicli stretch out into the ocean 
to Ihu Himth of the Uuhring Sea, end at a 
point about 900 miles from the Asiatio 
coast of Russia. Can a sea be culled "land- 



locked" which has an oconn entrance 900 
miles in width? In the second • place, 
granting for the sake of urgunvant that 
Russia could huvu properly claimed it as 
such when she owned the Alaskan as well 
as the Asiatic shore, did not the essential 
cimdition ceoae to exist when she parted 
with lior territory on one side If tho 
Uiiitod States now owned tho Asiatic as 
well as the Alaskan coast uf the sea they 
would at least have as much right to claim 
that tlio latter is "land-locked" as Rus- 
sia once had, but they do not. Thoy own 
only the American shore of the saa. Great 
Britian gave up her claim to territorial 
jurisdiction over the Bay of Fundy where 
tho United States owned a headunid on 
the side opposite to her possessions. AVhy 
should tho United States exercise exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over a sea which is 
hinnided on one side only by their terri- 
tory y In the third place, a glance ut a 
map of the region in question shows that 
the Sea of Okhotsk is far better entitled 
to be coii8idei;ed,- land-locileedr than the 
Behring Sea, the Kiarilia Islands' almost 
completely shutting it out from the oeean. 
And yet in 1807, before Russia had sold 
these Islands to .lapan, Mr. Seward pro- 
tested on behalf of his (Jovornment against 
American wlialing vessels being ordered 
away from the shore near Okhotsk City 
by a Russian armed steamer. The Rus- 
sian Minister, howover, made no claim 
that the sea was a closed one, but raised 
tlie (luesti'jii of tho three-mile " limit; and 
sub8e(iuontly, in reply to another remon- 
strance from Mr. Seward, stating that 
American whalew had fished in the Sea 
of Okhotsk for sevoiitooii years without 
obstruction, tho Russian • .ambos.sador 
traiismitted a copy of a report from tho 
llussian Minister of Marine, in which it 
was admitted that no trace could be found 
in liis department of instructions given to 
llussian cruisers to tako restrictive nioas- 
ures touching the wliale fisheries in tho 
Sea of Okliotsk. And .so the controversy 
iided. Now, if Russia did not feel able 
to claim that tlie Sea of Okhotsk, wliich 
was then almost entirely surrounded by 
Russian territory, was not » vier fennee, 
how could she assort that the Behring 
Soa, with 900 miles of open ocean on ono 
side, was Innd-lockedV How much less 
right, then, have the United States, own- 
ing only one-half of the coast of the Bell- 
ing Sea that Russia did, to make the 
same claim ! 

These points, it will be seen, have a 
moat important bearing on tho whole 
luestiun, and no poubt Mr. Drake urged 
them upon tho attention of the court at 
Sitka.
